Prior to coming 
tp Canadq he ■ was for several years a- 
private secretary to a member of the 
British... Cabinet. Added to all the 
training which must precede tre hold- 
ng of such an important post, Mr. 
Jackman has'had many years of ex¬ 
perienced in secretarial work in Al¬ 
berta. For the past ten years he has 
.been secretary of the Municipal Dis¬ 
trict of Clover Bar, one of the most 
important-rural districts in Alberta. 
Helms been secretary to the Alberta 
Municipal Association ever since its 
ogdnization. Three years ago he was 
commissioner under the Supplement¬ 
ary Revenue Taxation .and in this of¬ 
fice visited the Cliauvin district in 
1920. 

He has always been prominent in 
matters of public interest, and hac 
often been associated with Mr. Green¬ 
field in public work. Mr. Jackman 
is still in the prime of.middle age, and 
scheme as secretary is one of the best 
assurances we can have of its suc¬ 
cess . 


New locomotives of the Mikado type for the movement of the 1923 grain crop over the Canadian 
National Railways have begun to reach the West. The new locomotives, which were built at Montreal, 
are of the latest type with all new improvements. They are 73 feet in length and weigh approximately 
450,000 pounds with a drawbar pull equal to 5,500 Ions. The engines, which are for freight use, are 
equipped with automatic stokers, Westinghouse air brakes and air reverse and have the new type of 
Worthington feeder, water heater and pump. One of the changes in the new engine is the cab design, all 
mountings being installed in a box outside of the cab instead of inside the cab as in former types. • 

Twenty-three of the new engines are coming West for the Manitoba division in time-for the begin¬ 
ning of the grain movement and 22 are coming for the Saskatchewan division. An idea'of the size of the 
new engines may be gathered from the fact that before starting out on a run they , require 12 tons of 
coal and 8,300 gallons of water to complete their tender supplies. The new engines are all; equipped with 
the Booster truck and ten of those to be delivered later will have Booster engines installed. These provide 
practically additional motive power on the tender and are of great value in starting heavy trains. The 
engines are being placed in service as quickly as they reach the Western divisions.

The continuance.. .VITqwdrg:

the past two weeks h&ve considerably 
delayed .the ripening- of the grain 
crops and harvesting. Black rust has 
been observed in-'.sqA-e fields, but is 
l ot generally previalfhjt. Some cutting 
has been done but.‘.the main cutting 
has. hardly been started. Steady fine 
weather i s now urgently needed.* 


The majority of the Chauvin dis¬ 
trict wheat growers have signed the 
Alberta Wheat Pool contracts. The 
complete returns of the canvassers 
have not, at the time of publishing, 
been compiled, but the most conserv¬ 
ative estiate is that seventy-five per 
cent have signed up. We expect how¬ 
ever. that the figure will be at least 
eighty-five per cent in the final re¬ 
turns.' 

Bdinglassie, Roros and Prosperity 
districts have signed up about ninety 
per cent strong. Greenmeadows will 
have a high percentage of signatures, 
as will the St. Jean Baptiste district. 
Other districts are to be heard from. 


With indications 

t-mium approaching in Saskatchewan, 
the prohibition committee of the So¬ 
cial Service council today issued a 
strongly-worded manifesto* declaring 
that, as compared to the period when 
..government liquor stores were oper¬ 
ated in this province, general crime 
had been to approximately one-half, 
drunkenness to one fifth, and vag¬ 
rancy to one-ninth. 

The committee objects to a refer T , 
endum at this time, declaring that the 
present law should be allowed to oper¬ 
ate for a minimum period of three 
years from the date the liquor export 
wa^gipouses were closed, December 15 
last’-., 


The Tonorito Globe’s agricultural 
editor, after a personal canvass of the 
grain authorities of the west, sends 
the. following from Winnipeg: 

There is still plenty of time for 
fickle Dame Fortune to disarrange 
sadly any predictions, and at te pres¬ 
ent moment, and front the Winnipeg 
standpoint the western, wheat crops 
looks good for 350,000,000 to 400,000,000 
bushels. 

Manitoba’s prospects are easily 50 
per cent below those of six years ago 
Hon. T. A. Creraq, of the United 
Grain Growers told the Globe. - Some 
of the wheat coming into this office 
from tjie south of the province runs 
onl> forty-six pounds to the measured 
bushel. Heat and rust have hit the 
farmers hard in that section. The 
crop in Saskatchewan, the largest 
wheat producing province, Mr. Crerar 
st'ates. was also seriously hit by l-ust 
and sawfly, but to a much smaller ex¬ 
tent than Manitoba. Western Sask¬ 
atchewan and the. whole of Alberta; 
expect good crops. 

The head of the Grain Growers’ 
company cations against too much op¬ 
timism. however, stating emphatically 
that wheat through the greater por¬ 
tion of .the west in still in the stage 
’--here a severe frost would be most 
serious. 

Whether farmers are forced to 
throw their wheat on the market ?>r 
whether they will be. allowed to mar-, 
ket the wheat in a leisurely fashion 
V.’ill depend largely upon the mortgage 
implement and wholesale men, claim¬ 
ed Mr. Crerar, who added that the 
bulk 'of the western farmers are still 
in debt and are hard up for reaejy

New Financial Record 


Hide Market Weak 


A new financial record was estab¬ 
lished by Canadian houses in absorb¬ 
ing immediately a bond issue of 
$22,500,000 for additional equipment on 
the Canadian National Railways. The 
bonds carry 5 per cent, interest and 
run for fifteen years. None of the 
money was raised from outside 
sources.

Tre quality, of the hides which are 
coming off now is very good and this 
is the time that the dealers thogbt 
they would be abe to pay a better 
price, but in the face of the present 
iack of demand from the tanners there 
is not any encouragement.

The permit system of shipments of 
grain to Vancouver will be placed in 
effect after September 1st. The facil¬ 
ities for handling are greater than 
last year, but it will be necessary to 
avoid congestion. 


Shows Prosperity 


Canada’s trade figures for the 
twelve months ending June leave no 
doubt as to the prosperity -of the 
country. Exports for the twelve 
months increased from $754,642,691 
last year to $994,543,449 This year—a 
jump of $228,900,558. Imports also 
increased $132,225,379.

H IS Royal Highness the Prince of Wales will tor a 
month or so become a simple Canadian rancher. 
That he will travel incognito on his coming to Canada 
does not mean that he will travel in disguise but that he 
will not take part in official functions or make official 
visits, and when approached with regard to his stay in 
the Canadian Dominion he has always stated that his 
time will be fully taken up by the affairs of the E. P. 
ranch. 

The Prince of Wales exhibits a deep and marked 
interest in the ranch he purchased near Calgary on his 
memorable tour of the Dominion, and his desire to visit 
it is but a fresh indication of the importance he attaches 
to it and the work it is doing. Immediately after pur¬ 
chasing the ranch, and before returning to England, the 
Prince made arrangements for the shipment of some of 
the best stock in the British Isles to the Canadian West. 
Thoroughbred horses came from the Royal stud, short¬ 
horns from the King’s farm, Shropshire sheep from the 
Duke of Westminster’s estate, and hardy Dartmoor 
ponies from the Devon moors. The latest importation 
consisted of a thoroughbred stallion and four mares 
the finest obtainable in the British Isles. “Will Somers”, 
which heads the stud at the E. P. ranch is a handsome 
five year old which at three years was the winner of 
•everal English classics. 


Thus the Prince has demonstrated that his purchase 
of the ranch was not a matter of sentiment or com¬ 
mercial profit, but a genuine desire to foster the breeding 
of better livestock in the West. His efforts have been 
eminently successful. At all provincial exhibitions the 
animals from the High river ranch are attractive features, 
and last Fall, shorthorn cattle, constituting the first 
commercial sales the ranch has effected, commanded top 
prices. 

Cattle from the E. P. exhibited at the stock show 
at the Calgary Stampede were heavy prize winners, and 
sheep and horses from the same ranch created an un- 
paralled standard. 

The Royal rancher has planned to arrive at Quebec 
on September 12th on the Canadian Pacific steamship 
“Empress of France”. The palatial liner, 18,000 tons, 
which was the flag ship of the 10th Cruiser Squadron on 
Northern patrol duty during the War is the most up- 
to-date vessel of its type and is most suited to the ac¬ 
commodation oi its distinguished passenger. Recon¬ 
ditioned after the war, this ship is one of the most 
magnificent yet comfortable vessels in trans-Atlantic 
service. It holds the record for oil. Its large and com¬ 
fortable suites and cabins, spacious promenade decks, 
numerous and excellently appointed public rooms and 
service facilities make the Empress one of the most 
I popular ships in the Canadian Pacific fleet.

MAKE THE NATIONAL THE GOAT 

There is a big opening for marketing 
Alberta coal in Ontario. Alberta has one of 
the richest coal fields of the world. Ontario 
lias a constant demand for coal, which can¬ 
not be supplied from her own coalfields, as 
a result she has been, year by year, import¬ 
ing an increasingly large tonnage of coal 
from the United States eolleries. 

Canada has the coal. Canada needs 
the cash. Thence the national importance 
of development of the market for Alberta 
coal in .Ontario. 

If further argument is needed, we may 
point out that we have the railroad facili¬ 
ties. In fact we have more railroad than 
we have work for, and more traffic is re¬ 
quired to make those railroads profitable. 
The hauling of Alberta coal to the Ontario 
markets would provide a large increase of 
traffic and revenue therefrom. 

These arguments are so fully realized 
that demonstrations have been made of 
Alberta coal in Ontario. These demonstra¬ 
tions have proven that Alberta coal is satis¬ 
factory to Ontario consumers, provided it 
is forthcoming in sufficiently large quanti¬ 
ties and with sufficient regularity at a 
price* which will compete with the Penn¬ 
sylvania coal now used. Alberta has the 
quality an d m iantity and can ship-regular!y 
all the yearrouiid. The price question now 
remains to be solved. 

In the effort to solve the price question 
there “is a large school of those, who. realiz¬ 
ing that the National road can haul the coal 
and needs the business, say, let the railroad 
quote a sufficiently low rate and the ques¬ 
tion is solved. The National has responded 
by quoting a special rate of $9.00 per ton 
(the C.P.R. rate is $9.90). Further pressure 
has been brought on the National for an¬ 
other reduction, and a $6.00 rate for a lim- 
ted quantity within certain time limits has 
been granted for demonstration purposes, 
but not as a permameht rate. 

Let us analyze this $9.00 per ton rate. 
It requires the railroad should haul a car 
of coal an average distance of over 2100. 
The railroad cannot fill all the cars with 
freight for the return journey and must 
haul more than half the cars, back empty. 
This means, roughly, that to haul a load 
2000 miles the company must haul the car 
at least 3000 miles. This haulage must lie 
paid out of the $9.00 per ton paid to the 
company; so that when this rate is divided 
by the number of car miles we find the com¬ 
pany receives rather less than nine cents 
per car-mile for hauling this car. In other 
words the standard forty-four ear freight 
train loaded with Alberta coal must move 
at the rale of $8.96 per train-mile. Surely 
not too large a figure to provide for every¬ 
thing from capitalization, construction, 
maintenance, operation to profit. 

Suppose then, for the moment, we re¬ 
lax our eTorts for further wailroad rate re¬ 
ductions and. look to other possibilities'. 
We will then be able to find at least two 
reasonable fields for consideration. The 
first we will, call “Giving Ontario-a dose 
her own tonic.” The second, we will de¬ 
signate “Reasonable co-operation of the 
various classes. t

this system than any of the other provinces, 
and bias become tile home of many thriving 
industrial plants. Now that Alberta is 
needing to develope her coal mining, should 
she not have the same advantage of tarriff 
protection so long enoVed by her sister, .On¬ 
tario. It is certainly logical that the west, 
shoidd participate in the advantages ufilhe 
tarriff system to at least a small propor¬ 
tion of those advantages already shared in 
the east. Therefore; why should we uot put 
a duty upon coal imported from the States. 

We recognize that western politicans 
would hardly care to advocate placing a 
duty upon coal, since that is opposed to the 
campaign for a lower tarriff. Nor could 
they hope for success owing to then; nu¬ 
merical inferiority. Ontario would natur¬ 
ally he slow to take off her hat and yell 
for such an impost. But the imposition of 
a duty upon coal is a perfectly logical se¬ 
quence in the economic history of Canada. 

Reasonable Co operation of Various Classes 

A second suggestion is that, instead of 
calling only upon the National railroad for 
reductions, we should call a round table 
conference of dealers, coal operators and 
miners. Let them show how, by reason¬ 
able economies, they can and will help to 
reduce the price of Alberta coal placed on 
the markets. Assuredly, according to the 
economic laws of production, we may as¬ 
sume that the operators being assured of a 
steady increase of demand should he able 
to operate their mines at a lower tonnage 
cost. The miners admit that assured more 
work the year around they could well af¬ 
ford a lower standard of wage-—because it 
means a greater income per year. 

To continue to make the National rail¬ 
road the sole obective in getting reduction 
is simply to ask ourselves to make good 
all losses out of our pockets as tax payers—- 
our burdens in this direction are large 
enough already. Common sense demands 
that if reductions are to be made, those re¬ 
ductions should he contributed too by all 
parties concernetl. 

Surely it is not too much to urge in these 
days when we have learned that prosperity 
is dependent upon the economic welfare of 
every section, that the consumers, dealers, 
dealers, transporters, operators and miners 
get together around the table of conference, 
and each in a manly open straight forward 
manner devise their share of the necessary 
plans to mine, market and purchase this 
valuable natural resource of Canada.

Cultivate In 


Foil To Kill Weeds 


CARPENTER & DELL, Ribstone 


Spring is the time to start fighting 
weeds but after harvest there can be 
some good work done in the cultivat¬ 
ed fields, says an article by Herbert 
Groh, of the Central Experimental 
farm, Ottawa. There can be a lot of 
good work done in Alberta this ^11 
by those who have the available time 

i 

as there has been a heavy growth of 
weeds as well aq everything else. The 
governfent official says: 

Some weeds, like the rag weed and 
Rssian thistle push up rapidly about 
tris time. Where grain has been seed¬ 
ed weed growth may have to be kefpt 
down by the use of the mower, but 
other stubble should be worked over 
by means of the disc harrow or c-1- 
tivator or plowed very lightly.. Be¬ 
sides preventing the seeding of weeds 
already on the surface, which can be 
destroyed in the later fall plowing. 
Seme seeds^wild oats for example— 
do not germinate readily, if at all, the 
first season, but any farmer who has 
practised after-harvest cultivation 
knows that considerable germination 
of many weeds can be induced in fav¬ 
orable years.

Quebec is a city with an individu¬ 
ality.

Beside a fine modern build¬ 
ing one finds a structure with win¬ 
dows heavily shuttered, with massive 
doors, and walls of thick grey, 
masonry, typifying the days when 
Quebec was a fortress and the 
stronghold of the continent From 
the spacious width of the Orand 
A116e one has to walk but a. few steps 
to find a . street so narrow that two 
persons may shake hands across its 
width From the modern post office 
it is only a short distance to the 
walls which girded the oity to. the 


days of siege. A stiff short climb 
t will carry one froijj-the new railway 
station to the ancient St. Louis gate, 
through which the dying Montcalm 
rode after his defeat by Wolfe on the 
nearby Plains of Abraham. The 
swiftly propelled automobile passes 
by, wlthout-n salute, the quaint, slow 
going calfeche. 

A few miles above Quebec stands 
the famoire,-Quebec bridge ,the great¬ 
est undertaking of its kind in the 
world. Across it the Canadian Na¬ 
tional Rfjdtapys runs into the heart 
of the citJwS'St has a total length of 
3,240 feet with a suspended span of 
640 feet hung between two cantilever 
arms of 1160 feet. The suspended 
span Is slnng high enough above the 
water to allow the tallest masted 


ship to pass beneath with ease a 
highest water. 

The harbor front at Quebec Is a 
busy spot in summer. It is the port 
of call of ocean liners and trans- 
Atlantic freighters and a great 
volume of business pours in and out 
of this port during the months of 
open navigation. 

Quebec is the centre of the country 
populated by the Habitants. These 
people, who correspond to the 
peasant of France, live in a simple 
way, and are open-hearted in their 
hospitality to the stranger in their 
community. In their quaint but tidy 
homes the spinning wheel may be 
seen in use and many picturesque 
fashions to 'be found nowhere else 
on the continent are still in vogue.

Local interest in the work of the 
newly re-organized Canada Coloniz¬ 
ation Association is awakened by the 
announcement made In Winnipeg this 
week, that T. H. Saul the well known 
live wire land man has been appointed 
the associations local agent. The ap¬ 
pointment of T. H. Saul is a merited 
recognition of his standing in this dis¬ 
trict and of his knowledge of local 
conditions. 

Interviewed this morning Mr. Saul 
stated that the Canada Colonization 
Association has now over 200 exper¬ 
ienced men working bn a vigourous 
! Canadian campaign in different parts 
of the United States, to co-operate 
with these on this side of the line some 
300 agents are now being appointed. 
"The Canada Colonization Association 
said Mr. Saul "is exercising a general 
pervision over the agents in the 
United States through its office at St 
Paul and by district and state super¬ 
visors. The Association conducts 
land seekers’ excursions at low rate 
twice a month to Western Canada and 
from reports received from the United 
States’ office it is anticipated there 
will he an appreciable number visit 
the West this fall. "The Association 
itself”, said Mr. Saul “gets no com¬ 
mission or part of commission for this 
work. Its purpose”!? solely "to Bring 
settler and private owner of land into 
touch and to aid generally in the ag¬ 
ricultural development of the country.’ 

Mr. Saul is anxious to obtain list¬ 
ings of unoccupied farms for sale in 
his territory for inclusion in the land 
listings of the Association. The first 
issue of these which bore the date of 
July 16th contained some 1200 farms 
in the Western Provinces. Mr. Saul 
pointed out in his interview that the 
more listings there are in this dis¬ 
trict the better are the chances of the 
part of the country for obtaining set¬ 
tlement. Mr. Saul stales mat in his 
opinion the degree of success wMch 
will attend his efforts to obtain settle¬ 
ment for this district as is true in the 
case of other districts in the West will 
depend largely on the liberality of 
terms given by the owner of the land 
to the new settler. In view of the de¬ 
pressed condition of farmers every¬ 
where it is essential that lands be 
listed with a low cash payment ex¬ 
tended terms and a low rate of inter¬ 
est on the unpaid principal.
